Gasoline Up Two 
Cents at Hamlin 
Service Stations 


Gasoline prices went up two cents 
per gallon in Hamlin Saturday. 
Three companies Friday announc­ 
ed increased tank wagon prices, fol­ 
lowing the recent 50-cent-per-barrel 
hike in crude prices. 
The Texas Company and Conti­ 
nental Oil Company gasoline cost 
per gallon will be I 1-2 cents more 
for all grades according to local 
agents for the companies. 
Gulf Refining Company prices, 
effective at 7 a. rn. Saturday, will 
be I 1-2 cents more for regular and 
premium gasoline, and two cents 
more for third grade. 
Service station operators handling 
thy companies produces reported 
generally that their prices had been 
raised the same amount. This made 
regular gasoline 24 cents per gallon 
and ethyl gasoline 26 cents. 
Lubricating oil also advanced five 
cents per quart in the Saturday ad­ 
vance. 


Texas Plumbers Must 
Secure State License 
Prior to January 5 


Plumbers of Hamlin and tf.ie rest 
of Texas who do no secure state 
licenses before January 5. 1948, will 
violating tile new Texas license 
law’. 
They will not only be subject 
to the penalties of the act, but will 
also be required to take an exami­ 
nation, C. E. Belk, administrator of 
tre Texas Plumbing Board warned 
at Austin this week. 
The lawr, passed by the last Leg­ 
islature provides for 
no extension 
beyond this date nor does it pro­ 
vide for any exceptions. 
He said 
applications postmarked on or be­ 
fore January 5 will make it un­ 
necessary for qualified plumbers to 
take an examination, but after that 
date all new’ licenses would require 
an examination. State licenses now 
being issued are valid until Febru­ 
ary I, 1949, and may be renewed 
without examination, Belk said. 
A majority of Texas cities have 
already amended their plumbing or­ 
dinances to conform to the state 
law, he continued, and it is ex­ 
pected that all corporate cities af­ 
fected will complete corformanoe 
proceedings by not later than Janu­ 
ary 5.

Hamlin area people will be in­ 
terested to learn that the Republic­ 
an plan for voluntary action to 
bring down the high cost of living 
was passed by the House, 281 to 73 
Friday and sent to President Tru­ 
man, who had asked in vain for 
powrer (to impose compulsory con­ 
trols. 
Officials close to the White House 
predicted Friday night that the 
president would sign the bill, but 
at the same time wrould issue a 
statement criticizing it. 
He already 
has taken the position that it is 
inadequate and amounts to passing 
the inflation buck to him. 
It provides for self-disciplinary 
agreements in industry, business and 
agriculture with a view to combat­ 
ting inflation. 
If the presided 
approved the agreements, those en­ 
tering them would be protected 
from anti-trust action. 
The

asked 
for 
standby power to impose controls 
on prices and wages and return 
to rationing in selected areas of the 
economy. 
On the final House vote, 178 Re­ 
publicans were Joined by IOO Demo­ 


crats and one American-Laborite In 
support of the Republican bill. Op­ 
posing were 44 Democrats and 29 
Republicans. 
Congressman Omar 
Burleson of the 19th Texas District 
oppose^ the measure. 
Previously 
the House 
rejected, 
156 to 73, a Democratic effort to 
give the president compulsory pow­ 
ers over the allocation of scarce 
commodities. 
Chairman Wolcott (R-Mlch) of

shouted that this “would give the

our 
economy, which could result in its 
socialization. 
Representative M o n r o n e y (D- 
Okla), who offered the proposal 
shouted back that the statement 
was unfair and not based on fact 
Representative 
McCormack 
of 
Massachusetts the Democratic whip 
waggled his finger at GOP mem­ 
bers and said responsibility for the 
legislation rests “unconditionally on 
the Republican Party.”

Although the Christmas tree Is 
one of the most picturesque Yule­ 
tide ornaments, it is also one of the 
most dangerous, with the threat of 
fire an ever present possibility. 
Replacement of the candle by the 
electric light has removed some of 
the hazards formerly experienced, 
but danger still lurks from faulty 
connections or careless handling of 
bulbs and strings. 
To minimize the fire hazard, the 
department of agriculture offers 
two pertinent suggestions: 
First, 
keep the tree well watered and, 
second, fireproof it with ammonium 
sulphate or calcium chloride. 
To provide the tree with sufficient 
water, cut the butt on a slant at 
least an inch above the original cut. 
Keep the water level above the 
slashed surface. In purchasing a 
tree, always look for one that has 
been felled recently so that the 
needles have not dried. 
Fresh trees also are essential for 
flame-proofing. In using ammonium 
sulphate, a chemical content one- 
fourth the weight of the tree should 
be used. After dissolving one and a 
half pints of the ammonium in a 
pound of water, slash the stem of 
the tree and place it in the solution. 
Then, let the tree stand four to six 
days in the solution for complete 
absorption. Trees fireproofed in this 
manner will not be ignited by an 
electric spark.

“Don’t Let Death Take Your Holi­

With th at slogan as a keynote, 
the National Safety Council an­ 
nounced this week a nation-wide 
campaign to check the huge annual 
Christmas holiday toll. 
The Christmas-New Year seaso’ 
is the mast hazardous single period 
of the year, according to Council 
statistics. In traffic accidents alone, 
three times as many persons ar 
killed during a Christmas holiday 
period than on the same days of 
the preceding two weeks. 
Heavier travel and 
the 
festive 
spirit of the holiday season increase 
th P normal winter hazards, such 
as bad weather, slippery roads, etc. 
More than 130 national organiza­ 
tions, city and state officials, safe­ 
ty councils and civic leaders have 
joined forces with the Council iii 
the ye ar-en^ campaign.

The percentage of families in 
the country as a whole that say 
grace before each meal is four out 
of IO. 
Mrs. Eloise T. Johnson, extension 
family life education specialist for 
Texas A. & M. College, says that 
families tend to do in their own 
homes wThat they learned as chil­ 
dren. One-half of the people who 
do not offer thanks before meals 
said that the custom had not been 
observed in their homes when they 
were children, while 84 out of IOO 
Texans who offer thanks reported 
that this was a family custom as 
they grew up. 
Grace before each meal does more 
than give spiritual satisfaction, Mrs.

Be Raised in Area 


I f s not too late for a vegetable 
garden in 
Jones 
County. 
T h a t’s 
the word H. C. Stanley Jr ., coun­ 
ty agent, would like to set around. 
If there had been plenty of moks- 
ture in th e ground in early fob 
it’s not too late for onions, tu r­ 
nips, carrots, beets, lettuce, 
cpin- 
ach and cabbage, either in franv* 
gardens 
or. 
in 
the 
more 
central 
and southern parts of th e state, in 
open 
plots. 
These 
Aeger ables 
are 
frost-hardy and will m ature before 
time to plant the spring warden. 
Here are a few suggestions from 
Stanley for the late fall garden: 
Onion plants will m ature in 39 
to 40 days; onion sets in 45 to 75 
days. 
W hen 
the 
plants 
reach 
a 
height of four to five inches, thin 
them out until they are three to 
four inches 
apart. T he 
thinnings 
may be transplanted. 
Turnips will stand 
light 
frosts. 
The purple top variety is the best 
choice. Fertilize the soil heavily and 
plant In rows. 
Carrots need 
a 
deep seed bed. 
Loosen the soil to a depth of six 
to eight inches and sow three cr 
four .seed to the inch. Germ ination 
will be quicker if the soil is “firm ­ 
ed" over the seed with the hoe. 
Spinach 
and beet seed have a 
hard outer shell and 
germination 
will be speeded up if th e seed is 
soaked for 24 hours before p la T - 
in r. These plants, as well as let­ 
tuce, should be thinned after they

duction for 1947 was estimated at

Cotton ginned from this year’s 
crop is higher in grade but shorter 
in stanle than for last year.

Prices for middling 15-16 inch 
cotton in the IO spot markets aver­ 
aged 36.04 cents per pound on Thurs­ 
day, December ll, as compared with 
35.70 cents a week earlier and 32.07 
cents on the corresponding Thursday 
a year ago.

It was expected in 
trade circles that others would also 
soon announce higher prices. 
Indicated supply of upland cotton 
for the current season is about 13,- 
777.000 bales, consisting of 3,389,000 
bales in the carry-over August I, 
and an indicated production of 11,- 
388.000 running bales.

X 
is frequently found on walls of the 
catacombs. When the early Chris­ 
tians wished to make a representa­ 
tion of the Trinity, they would place 
either a cross or an X beside the 
names of the Father and the Holy 
Ghost. From this came the short­ 
ened form Xmas, instead of Christ­ 
mas.

O f Greek Origin

There has been much unfavorable 
comment on the abbreviated form 
for Christmas that is commonly 
used. Many think it inappropriate 
and undignified to use the shortened 
form, Xmas. 
The explanation of its origin is 
that the initial letter of the Greek 
name for Christ is X and the coin­ 
cidence of its cruciform shape led 
to an early adaption of this letter as 
the figure and symbol of Christ. X 
is frequently found on walls of the 
catacombs. When the early Chris­ 
tians wished to make a representa­ 
tion of the Trinity, they would place 
either a cross or an X beside the 
names of the Father and the Holy 
Ghost. From this came the short­ 
ened form Xmas, instead of Christ­ 
mas.

that we hang on our Christmas 
mas trees used to come from Ger­ 
many, Czechoslovakia and Poland. 
A small number were made in Japan. 
When the war cut off these supplies, 
American glass manufacturers, who 
had never bothered with these prod­ 
ucts before, turned part of their fa­ 
cilities over to making the pretty 
gewgaws. Mechanical methods were 
soon developed that could blow as 
many ornaments in an hour as 
a European glassblower could make 
in a month. 
Thus modern efficien­ 
cy may doom this picturesque little 
Industry, carried on in the moun­ 
tainous towns of eastern Europe. 
Ornament making is a typical 
“cottage industry” in the little vil­ 
lages that cling to the steep moun­ 
tainsides.
